Those who are most’ familiar: with

House, 
give Col. Howe much credit for the 
political strategy . by which ‘those 
steps were achieved. 

‘For more than a year Col. Howe 
has been so ill that he had to stay 
under an oxygen:tent in this bed at 
the White House, He was lately re- 
moved to the Naval Hospital and is 
still a very sick man, but he talked 
‘about politics the other day in a 
‘way that indicates that his mind js 
functioning along political lines as 
clearly as possible. 

Campaign of Politics 

Col. Howe’s view is that the 
Presidential campaign of 19386 will 
be fought on questions of policies 
rather than of personalities. The 
real issue, as he sees it, ‘will be whe- 
ther the efforts of the Administra- 
tion to protect the liberties and the 
Tights of “the little fellows” have 
been wise and effective. 

The veteran political adviser to 
the President “believes that the mass 
of voters is taking a greater inter- 
est in Government than ever before, 
and that the issues of the next cam- 
paign will be determined by the 
people rather than by political lead- 
ers. He gave it as his opinion that 
| the Opposition is a little too eager 
and somewhat premature in its 
efforts to determine the issues so 
far in advance of the campaign. 

Borah and Teddy 

Of almost equal interest was the 
exchange of views between Senator 
Borah and Col. Theodore Roosevelt 
of New York. Senator Borah sug- 
gested that the main issue of the 
Republican campaign next year 
might well be based upon the ‘Trust 
Busting” policy for which President 
Theodore Roosevelt stood so firmly. 

To this, “Young Teddy” took ex- 
ception. Without questioning the 
importance of the anti-monopoly 
issue of his distinguished father, he 
did not agree that it would be the 
major issue of the campaign. He 
thought the Republicans could get 
farther by attacking waste and ex- 
travagance under the present Ad- 
ministration. 

Senator Borah is, as always, a bit 
of an enigma. Every poll of Re- 
publican voters that has been taken 
on Presidential preferences con- 
tinues to show the veteran states- 
man from Idaho away in the lead. 
Yet there is a very decided belief in 
all political quarters that he will not 
be the Republican nominee. What-
